STREET SIGN REPLACEMENT PROGRAM

The Public Works Department has a 5 year sign replacement program. The material used for
making signs is rated for 10 years of service life so all the signs in the City will be replaced on
a 10 year schedule which means there is a 5 year period where no signs get replaced except
periodic maintenance to signs as needed.

The “No Parking This Side” signs were scheduled to be replaced in 2021.Team members
found there were 696 ‘No Parking This Side” signs throughout the city and identified 54 of
them that were not needed and can be taken down. Some sign locations were repositioned to
better serve the area they are in. There are now 642 signs throughout the City in compliance
with the Manual on Uniform Traffic Control Devices (MUTCD).
